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Apfauw in Dm*.— From the Chattanooga 
Rebel of the 11th inst. we learn that Col. John 
H. Savage and Hon. H. S. Foote are candi- 
dates to represent the Nashville district in the 
rebel Congress; John V. Wright, the 10th dis- 
trict; A. 0. P. Nicholson, the 7th— -reprejant- 
ed the last rebel Congres 4 by Geo. W t JlJges ; 
W. G. Swann, the 2d district; D. W.'SJlew, 
Hiram S. Bradford, and D. M. Currin, the llth 
district; J. D. C. Adkins, 9th district; Thos. 
Mences, 8th district; and Sam. A. Smith, the 
third. Gen. John C. Vaughan is also a can- 
didate in the 3d district. 

A convention is to be held at Winchester on 
the 17th inst. to nominate a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and probably a candidate for each con- 
gressional district. At least such a step is 
urged, since the members of Congress are to 
be elected by the general ticket system. 

Gen. Bragg was confirmed in the Episcopal 
communion at his headquarters, on Sunday, 
the 23d of May, under the ministrations of 
Bishop Elliott, of Georgia, and the Rev. Dr. 
<Juintard, of Nashville. Twenty or thirty 
confirmations among the members of the 
Army of Tennessee took place at the same 
time. 

Brigadier-General Alex. P. Stewart, for- 
merly a professor in the University of Nash- 
l has been promoted to a Major-General- 
ip, and assigned to the command of a divi- 
sion in Lieutenant-General Hardee's corps. 
His farewell address to his old brigade is con- 
tained in the Rebel from which we quote 
these items. 

The Rev. Dr. Palmer, the distinguished 
Presbyterian divine of New Orleans, was at 
Gen. Bragg’s headquarters a few days since, 
on business connected with the chaplain ser- 
vice in the army of Tennessee. 

The Rebel contained no later intelligence 
from the operations on the Mississippi than 
we have already published. 

Thr StJNFLOwHR. — The value of this plant, 
which is easily cultivated and ornamental to 
the gaideD, is scarcely known. The aeed3 
form a most excellent and convenient food for 
poultry, and it is only necessary to cut off the 
heads of the plant, when ripe, tie them in 
bunches and hang them in a dry situation, to 
be used as wanted. They also not only fatten 
rapidly all kinds of poultry, but greatly in- 
crease the quantity oftggs they lay. When 
cultivated to a considerable extent they are 
also capital food for sheep, pigs, and pheasants. 
The leaves when dried are a fodder for cattle; 
the dry stalks burn well, and form an abund- 
ance of alkali, and when in bloom the flowers 
are most attractive fo bees.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

In my travels through this Cumberland 
country I impartially consider everything that 
I see or hear relative to the present rebellion, 
the mode of carrying it on, and the spirit of 
those who conduct it. I also observe the con- 
duct and spirit of their sympathizers, those 
who have a common feeling , ye3, and a com- 
mon interest, with them in their dark and 
bloody deeds. I now see the rebels and the 
rebel sympathizers in Burksville and its vicin- 
ity surrounded by the objects of their sympa- 
thy and their respect, the rebel soldiers, seek- 
ing their own “rights” and the “rights” of 
rebel sympathizing citizens. 

But these rebel soldiers- have turned their 
hands against their good friends, “that would 
do to trust” sometime ago, and are stealing 
their stock, provision, fee. But this ungener- 
osie conduct of the rebel soldiers towards their 
admiring aDd devoted friends, th# sympathiz- 
ing Southern Rights men, has compelled them 
to acknowledge in practice what they deny in 
theory: that their only safety is under the Con- 
stitution and in the Union.

THE EFFORTS TO PREVENT THE ELIZ ABETH- 
TOWN RAID AND HOW FRUSTRATED. 

Camp 50th O. V. I., Bio Run Trbstlb, ) 
Louisville & N. R.R., June 14. J 

As things have been a little brisker lately 
than usual, we thought we would give you a 
little narrative of affairs, so that your many 
readers may be thoroughly posted in regard to 
tbe late raid upon this road. To many it may 
seem strange that a district, so far in "the rear 
of cur advance, should be liable to such oc- 
currences, but to a thinking person it will 
not appear impossible for small squads-to pats 
our lines at different times, and at a certain 
given point unite their forces, be reinforced 
by neighboring sympathizers, and proceed to 
their work of robbery and spoliation. At 
any late, possible or impossible, this thing has 
bein accomplished; and a train of cars laden 
with Government horses has been captured 
near Elizabethtown, as it were in the very 
suburbs of Louisville. 

For several days rumors had been rife that 
a band of guerillas, said to be a detachment 
from Forrest’s main body, and variously esti- 
mated from 10 to 160 in number, were roam- 
ing and stealing at will in this and adjacent 
counties. On Friday evening a telegraph from 
Gen. Boyle, dated the day previous, was re- 
ceived, and as all our troops had been with- 
drawn from Elizabethtown, it devolved upon 
Col. Strickland to pay some attention to the 
defence of that place, in case of a threatened 
attack. In accordance with Gen. Boyle’3 or- 
ders, immediately on their reception Colonel 
Strickland detailed Lieut. Reed with Bremen 
to proceed to Elizabethtown, and by diligent 
irqniry and c’ose scrutiny find out if thpre was 
any anticipation of an attack. Thi3 3cout 
arrived in town early in the evening a*d 
all rcattered throughout the place to obtain all 
the news they could. Lieut. Reed sought oat 
the principal Union citizens and told them, 
in accordance with his orders from the Colo- 
nel, that, if they had the least anticipation of 
an attack, or had heard any rumors of 3uch 
an event pending, he would notify the Colonel 
and would have two companies there before 
the break of day, as arrangements had been 
made to run a special train from Colesburg 
for that purpose. Every man consulted thought 
that there was no immediate danger, and J udge 
Stewart, of llardiDsburg, remarked that he 
thought that by this time the band who had 
previously visited Hodgenville were already 
within their own lines. 

With such intelligence the scout returned 
to camp and reported to the Colonel. Much 
to tbe surprise of all, the passenger train 
came backing down and soon the news was 
received that the rebels had captured a train 
and were in possession of the town. With 
his usual promptness Col. Strickland ordered 
the two battalions under arms aad despatched 
messengers to Colesburg for an engine with 
some platform cars to run some men to Eliza- 
bethtown, but unfortunately the engine had 
gone to Lebanon Junction, and some time 
elrpsed before the train could be procured from 
that place. As soon as it came the Colonel 
put his men on board and started. Amongst 
the volunteers on the train we noticed Col. 
Fyffe, of the 59th O. V. I„ and Capt. Edgarton, 
of the 1st Ohio battery, who immediately 
tendered their aid, and were very active during 
the whole day. On arriving at the scene of 
action a few stragglers were seen making their 
escape sis rapidly as they could, and, much to 
our regret, we found that we were ten minutes 
too late. The men alighted from the cars, 
and as qnickly ns possible mounted, most 
with nothing bnt a halter around the necks 
of the horses, having neither saddles nor bri- 
dles, and led by Maj. Georgs R. Elstner, ot the 
50tb, and Captain Edgarton. They dashed 
rapidly after the retreating enemy. For twelve 
miles they continued the pursuit at full speed, 
when, a company of cavalry (9th Kentucky) 
coming np, and the men being about “played 
out,” they returned to town. During yester- 
day and to-day many horses were picked up, 
and we think that very few wore gotten away 
by the marauders. 

At the camps of both battalions the strictest 
discipline prevailed, and sleep visited not the 
eyes of any, for all were hoping that the rebs 
would not slight us; but the night wore slow- 
ly away, and the dawn reappeared without 
sign of enemy. Had the passenger train stop- 
ped at this camp, or at Colesburg, instead of 
backing down to the Junction and leaving 
their passengers, and had taken our men on 
board, we would have arrived in time to have 
thwarted their plans entirely. Wo hope that 
this affair will prove the necessity of a small 
force of mounted men at this point for scout- 
ing purposes, and we hope that nowhere in 
this vicinity shall we have to chronicle a rep- 
etition of these outrages. 

A ftw days ago we were favored with a vis- 
it end general inspection from Maj. Gen. Hart- 
suff, commanding 23d Army Corps, and his 
entire staff. They made a critical survey of 
our camp, Ac , and seemed well pleased with 
the 50th, at any rate the 50th were well pleased 
with them, and all said that the General looked 
like a man that it would do “to tie to,” and 
the sooner he took us into the field the better 
pleased would all be. We say all, but there 
are a few who have not been home since we 
started last summer, and on account of our 
sudden start they had no time to settle their 
business, and so they want a short furlough 
before again going into active service. Soon 
after General Hartsuff came, Captain McAl- 
ester of the 23d Michigan volunteers, Chief 
Engineer on Gen. Boyle’s staff. He has 
planned tbe fortifications at our three stations, 
and the encomiums passed upon them by all 
inspectors, eminently demonstrate that he is 
truly “the right man in the right place." He 
came to lay out additional works, and inspect 
those already completed, and when his pian3 
are fully carried out, there will be on Mnl- 
drengh’s Hill works that it will not only take 
some time to capture, but also that will last, 
and if the changing tide of the war should 
again roll back towards Louisville, they will 
be no mean obstacles to the advance of the 
enemy. Capt. McA. is an Engineer by educa- 
tion, and is, we believe a graduate of tbe Uni- 
versity of Michigan.

As it is, welook upon Mr. Wood as 
endeavoring to take the same position in the Demo- 
cratic party that Wendell PhMlips occupies in the Ro 
publican party, namely, to make it his instrument to 
work out his own nibcrablc ends. We are happy to 
believe, however, that Mr. Wood cannot accomplish 
this purpose. Subservient and plastic as the Repub- 
lican Party has “hewn itself to the radical at»olilion- 
iats.we are sure that the Democracy will not be as false 
to its great national prir.cipl s and interests as to follow 
the lead and be the tool of Mr. Wood.

TUE REBEL RAID INTO LITCIIFIHLO, KY. ; 

About sunset last evening the peaceful den- 
izt ds of Litchfield were thrown into a consid- 
erable flurry by some fourteen rebel soldiers 
well mounted and equipped dashisg at full 
speed into their town. Tney went some dio- 
laiite past the court-house, then wheeled, came 
back to the public square, hitched their horses, 
put cut guards, and commenced their usual 
thitving propensities of robbing the stores. 
About dark some eighty or ninety others came 
in and participated with them in that opera- 
tion, which amounted to upwards of three 
hundred dollars; for some of which they paid 
their worthless Southern scrip. They hid 
stolen at least five good horses in the vicinity 
of town previous to their arrival, and made 
their boast that they had killed two m«n, 
one of whom was ascertained to be Mr. 
John Dearing. The other was thought to 
be Allen Decker. The former was shot 
while on his horse, and after he had 
fallen to the greund they showed tbeir chiv- 
alry by shooting him twice again through the 
body. One rode to the house of Captain Ship 
Mercer, Captain of the Home Guards, and 
presented his pistol to shoot him, but the Cap- 
tain was too quick for him, and seized his 
double barrelled shot-gun, which had ia it a 
suitable load for such a rascal. As he was 
about to let him have it, tb« rebel cried out, 
“Don’t shoot a friend!” The Captain replied, 

“If yon are a friend, put down that pistol.” 
The hero from Dixie concluded that prudence 
was the better part of valor, and retreated for 
reinforcements; Mercer thought so too, and 
retired to the woods. After a short time, 
some twelve or fourteen rode up, used insult- 
ing language to the family, and made an at- 
tempt to burn the buildings, but were foiled 
in this by the heroic conduct of the Captain’s 
wife and daughters. The rebels were under 
the command of Captain Hines, son of 
Warren Hines, of Warren county, Joe Gray, 
Whitaker Cunningham, of Elizabethtown, 
aid John Miller, of Hardin county, were 
amoDg tbe leading Bpirits of the party". Their 
surgeon rode to the house of a resident physi- 
cian w ith a 6ick man, and asked for blue mass. 
Tbe doctor did not happen to be in at the 
time, but one of the family brought out what 
was supposed to be the medicine, and the reb- 
el surgeon made a pill, a little boy said he 
thought large enough to choke a mule, 
which the sick man succeeded after several 
efforts in we.shing down with a glass of water.

[Special Dospatclios to tlio Louisvillo Journal.] 
Cincinnati, June 17. 

A special despatch to the Cincinnati Gazette, 
dated Chickasaw Bayou, June 8, via Cairo, 
June 10, says: J. T. Sawyer, Esq., of Chicago, 
and Mr. Burnside, of Freeport, 111., brother to 
the General, who have just arrived on the St. 
I.ouis, inform me that they this morning 
went on the field of the late struggle at M illi- 
ken’s Bend, and from them I obtain the most 
reliable aad distinct account I have yet heard 
of that affair. Some 70 dead bodies of negroes 
had been buried, and nearly one hundred 
rebel dead lay unbnried, the negroes being de- 
termined to bury their own comrades firet. 

It must, from all accounts, have been one 
of the most horrible combats of the whole war. 
It appears the rebel force numbered about 
6,000. The negroes were driven back until 
almost forced into the river, when they ral- 
lied and charged bayonets upon the rebels, 
often pinning them to the earth; and when 
their bayonets were broken by clubbing their 
guns and beating out the brains of the enemy, 
the latter came on with a yell of no quarter. 

My informants state that though having 
traversed a number of fields, they have never 
before seen such ghastly-looking corpses. 
This indicates the terrible desperation with 
which the combatants struggled. The officers 
of the two negro regiments were fearfully de- 
cimated, but the negroes took a terrible re- 
venge in the blood of rebel officers. One 
rebel Colonel was killed, and a large number 
of line cfficers. 

Below is a despatch to Gen. Grant in regard 
to the affair: 

Mississippi Riybb, June 7, 1863. 

The enemy attacked Milliken's Bend this 
afternoon. The negro regiments at first re- 
fused to fight, and, as far as captured, were 
slaughtered. The negroes becoming infuria- 
ted attacked the rebels and slaughtered them 
like sheep, taking over 200 prisoners and driv- 
ing back the Confederates. I also learn that 
we captured five pieces of nrtillery. The Choc- 
taw and DeKalb gunboats were there.

Chickasaw Bayou, June 8th, ) 
Via Cario, June 16th. J 

This is the depot for landing and forwarding 
supplies for the entire army under Gen. Grant. 
It is 16 miles up the Yazoo River, which emp- 
ties into the Mississippi about seventeen miles 
above Vicksburg. From this place to the front 
forces of General Grant’s army is about 3 or 4 
miles, so that it is just far enough removed 
from the army to render it free from that pest 
to all depote, loungers and stragglers from the 
tanks. 

Notwithstanding the immense amount of 
business done here there are no soldiers run- 
ning around loose, and, especially, no drunk- 
en rowdy ones. The differences in this res- 
pect between this Department and that of the 
Potomac in other times is wonderful. As an 
evidence of the discipline that prevails in this 
aimy, I may mentiou that it only takes one 
company to guard the whole depot here. 

The place is in command of Col. H. N. 
Eldridge, of Chicago, Col. of the 127th Illinois 
regiment. Capt. Frank C. Gillet, company 
E, of the same regiment, is Provost Marshal, 
and it would be well for parties coming here 
to remember that they must invariably report 
to him and obtain from him a pass before en- 
tering the lines. Upon arriving here, the first 
officer I met was Col. Hoge, of the 113th 
Illinois regiment, ofChicago, who was wound- 
ed in the temple with a fragment of a shell. 
Although reported seriously wounded, he was 
strong and hearty, and seemed ready to enter 
again into action. 

A day or two since some 200 contrabands, 
the majority of them belonging in the past to 
Jeff & Jos. Davis, and the rest to Judge Petrie, 
came within our lines and were taken charge 
of by Lt B. F. Foiler, the Ass’t Provost Marshal 
General. The slaves from President Davis’ 
plantatien were in a starving condition when 
they reached our army. 

St. Louis, June 17. 

Four regiments of the enroled militia of this 
county have been called into active service. 

Gen. Davidson having assumed command 
of the District of Southeast Missouri, with 
his headquarters in the field, General W. K. 
Strong, of New York, has been ordered to the 
command of the District of St. Louis. 

Gen. Blunt has forbidden the circulation of 
the Caucassian, Chicago Times, Columbus 
Crisis, Cincinnati Enquirer, and New York 
World in bis Department. 

New York, Jane 17. 

The Herald’s Baltimore despatch, dated the 
16th (last nght), says the rebel movement now 
in progress towards the North is being made 
by Lee’s whole army, the advance led by 
Ewell with Jackson’s old corps of two divi- 
sions, 18,500 men. The third had not come 
up. Lee, with Hill’s and Longstreet s corps, 
is also moving north, and will act in conjunc- 
tion with Ewell; but at present he is keeping 
between Ewell and Hooker. 

Martinsburg is in possession of Ewell, who 
will undoubtedly move into Pennsylvania 
whe»joined by his third division. Lee's forces 
engaged in this movement number fully 98,- 
000. There can be no doubt that he will move 
at once into the interior of Pennsylvania, en- 
deavoring to do eo before Couch can organize 
his defence. 

New York, June 17. 

A nerald’s Washington despatch from rebel 
sources says the following is learned. I do 
not know what value may be attached to it; 
it comport, however with what sympathizers 
here have whispered from time to time for a 
week past. 

Lee’s army, numbering 96,000 men, has been 
divided into three parts. No. 1 started six 
days ago from Gordonsville for Parkersburg, 
Va. No. 2 left Culpepper C. H. to proceed by- 
way of Grafton to Wheeling and Pittsburg 
with instrnctions, after occupying the latter, 
to unite with No. 1 to proceed through Ohio 
into Kentucky. No. 3 was to proceed by way 
of Winchester and Harper’s Ferry into Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania towards Harrisburg or 
Baltimore, with a view to make a diversion 
to occupy the attention of the Federal army 
of the east. This last division of the rebel ar- 
my is composed very largely of cavalry and 
mounted artillery. * 

Richmond is for the present abandoned, with 
the expectation that conscripts and new levies 
will be brought there in sufficient numbers to 
garrison the defences. It is expected that a 
force of from 20,000 to 30,000 rebel sympathi- 
zers will be in readiness in Maryland to co- 
operate with the 3d division. It wa3 also sta- 
te d and very generally believed here that Bragg 
had joined Lee, and that the rebel army mov- 



ing in this direction amounted to 1 W,000 men. 

To corroborate this, Union officers here 
from the Southwest state that all the points in 
that part of the country have been fortified 
with the highest degree of art to such an ex- 
tent that there was nothing more left to be 
done, and that, instead of sending reinforce- 
ments to their garrisons in tho Southwest, 
they have actually been sending reinforce- 
ments from the W esteru armies to Lee, with 
a view to offensive operations. 

Cincinnati, June 17. 

At a public meeting in Montgomery county, 
Ind., on Saturday, resolutions were passed de- 
claring that no enrolment of the militia of 
that connty ihonld take place. A committee 
was appointed to wait on the Commissioner, 
rend the resolutions, and notify him that an 
attempt to enroll would be at his peril. 

The U. S. Marshal will arrest the parties 
immediately. 

The Commercial’s Murfreesboro special say 3 
Morgan has appeared at Lebanon in our rear. 
It is thought his purpose is to assist citizsns to 
harvest their crops now ready. 

Rebel deserters report that the impression 
prevails in their army that Bragg is about to 
assume the offensive. 

New York, June 17. 

A despatch to the Herald from Headquarters 
Army of the Potomac, dated the 15th, says: 
This morning we started again, and to-night 
tbe whole country south of the Orcoquan is 
left to tbo enemy. It is reported that the rebel 
cavalry are at Chambersburg, and that the 
enemy has appeared at Brook's Station, five 
miles from Acquia. The rebels will undoubt- 
edly follow us closely, though an engagement 
with the pursuing forces is not anticipated. 
It would probably be improper to state where 
our next line of defence will be established, 
although the enemy will doubtless know be- 
fore the pnblication of thi9 letter; but Hooker 
is hastening with this grand army to the de- 
fence of Washington and will occupy a posi- 
tion best ndapted to defeat the plans of Lee. 
To-day all is quiet. 

Whether Lee will attack us or attempt an- 
other experiment in Maryland, remains to be 
determined. In a few hours we shall be 
ready for him, and the, fate of the rebel army 
of Virginia may be decided in a few days. 
Lee undoubtedly has an immense force be- 
tween Warrenton and Culpepper, and those 
left at Fredericksburg, numbering nearly 20,- 
000, will probably be added to that army as 
soon as possible. 

The public may be prepared for another 
grand struggle near Washington, or a gigantic 
fizzle. 

Nkw York, June 17. 

A Herald’s Y>*ashington despatch says th3 
march from Falmouth to the present position 
of the army was a severe one. Many of the 
soldiers failed from the effects of the boat, anl 
mules and horses gave out. In the third corps 
alone about 20 of tbe men died by the way 
from sun stroke. A cavalry force was left be- 
hind to take care of and bring in those who 
were exhausted. The creeks and rivulets and 
even the springs on the road were nearly dry 
and afforded no relief. 

Quite a large numbar of army officers left 
town to-day for the North to aid in organiz- 
ing and putting into the field the militia that 
has been called out by the President. 

A rumor is current that Colonel Forney has 
counselled the restoration of Gen. McClellan 
to the Jrmy of the Potomac. 

Persons report hearing of cannonading in 
the direction of Ccntreville, at early dawn 
to-day. It is stated that if Gen. McClellan 
should be authorized to issue a call for vol- 
unteers to repel tho invasion of tho border free 
States, all the soldiers recently mustered out 
of service, to a man, would undoubtedly re- 
spond to it, and a large army of veterans would 
thus be suddenly improvised. A Committee 
from Harrisburg waited on the President to- 
night to urge the adoption of this course. 

Harrisburg, Juae 16. 

Midnight — Despatches received up to thi3 
hour Ircm Shippensburg, eleven mile3 this 
side of Chambersburg, show that the rebels 
are still at the latter place in force not exceed- 
ing 2,000 cavalry and infantry. Gen. Jenkins, 
who commands the rebel forces, ordered all 
the stores open, which was complied with. 
The merchants were forced to take Confeder- 
ate money in payment for goods. 

Tc-day" the rebels were drawn up in line of 
battle, anticipating au attack. Rebel cavalry- 
to-day occupied LittlestowD, eleven miles 
from Gettysburg, but at last accounts had not 
advanced "beyond that point. 

The rebel officers at Chambersburg stated 
they were only waiting for infantry to move 
forward. The authorities are inclined to be- 
) ieve, however, that they will not move further 
North. 

The furmers in the Valley are sending their 
horses and cattle into the mountains. 

The rebels are gathering up all the negroes 
that can be found. Private property has boon 
respected. 

They have burned the railroad bridge across 
Yorkland creek, six miles this side of Cham- 
bersburg. 

The authorities have information, which is 
not confirmed however, that the rebels are at 
Newmarket, Pa., with a force of 20,000 or 

353)00. 

Tbe hotels are filled with delegates to the 
Democratic convention. Messrs. Clyraer and 
Witte are the two most prominent candidates 
for Governor. 

Telegraphic communication with the Ferry 
i9 still open, and, as far as ascertained, all is 
quiet along the line. 

Harper’s Ferry is invested by rebels on the 
Virginia side. We have a large force on Ma- 
ryland Heights, which is strongly fortified. 
1 he ganison has an extensive supply of stores 
and ammunition, and can stand a long siege. 

Fugiti>ea from Hagerstown report the 
rebels picketing all the roads, and not per- 
mitting any one to pass. The force that 

I mssed through was all cavalry, under Jen- 
:ins and Imboden, and did not exceed 2,500. 

All was quiet at Frederick up to 5'o’clock 
this evening, though the people were greatly 
excited, and hundreds were leaving. 

The Baltimore Councils to-day appropri- 
ated four hundred thousand dollars for boun- 
ties. Enlistments are going on rapidly. 

Philadelphia, June 17. 
The It.quiier’e special from Harrisburg, the 
10th, midnight, says our reporters returned 
from the front and report rebels are picketing 
47 miles from Harrisburg, at Scotland Bridge, 
which was probably burned. 

This morning the rebels are encamped at 
three points around Chambersburg, 3,500 
Btiong, under Jenkins. 

The rebels say a brigade under Gen. Rhodes 
is comiDg, and they have seized 200 horses to 
mount infantry. They have 15 pieces of ar- 
tillery. 

The rebels injured no private property. 
They seized the flour mills near Chambers- 
burg, and placed a guard over them at Green- 
caatle. 

All was arranged to set fire to the govern- 
ment property, but up to noon to-day it had 
not been burned. 

The citizens were at first allowed to leave 
Chambersburg, but afterwards were refti3ed. 

Tbe designs of the rebels appear to be to 
obtain horses and forage. 

Additional artillery is on the way here for 
our fortifications. 

Tbe rebel force in Chambersbu-g sent a 
messenger to their force at Greencastie, asking 
for reinforcements, as the Union forces had 
fortified, and were supposed to be in great 
force.

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jjfciy- The desperate efforts of the rebels to 
transfer the war from Virginia to the loyal 
States of Maryland and Pennsylvania are like 
the dying flurries of the whale, and will be 
productive of the most beneflcial effects in con- 
centrating the entire Union strength of the 
North and causing it to forget party feuds and 
partisan ambitions. Gov. Seymour, of New 
York, representing the Democracy, is get- 
ting the militia of bis State in readiness for 
thejsuccor of Pennsylvania, and several regi- 
ments have already been sent forward, while 
the Legislature of Rhode Island, which i3 Re- 
publican, has been convened in extra session 
to consult for the general safety. Party will 
be forgotten, when war has “pealed her loud 
drum and twanged her trumpet horn,” and 
every freeman, animated with the spirit of pa- 
triotism, will rush to the imperilled standard 
cf h.'s country. “The Union must be pre- 
served.” 

Now that our Board of Trade is organ- 
ized and prepared for work, there are several 
subjects of vital importance to the interests of 
Louisville, and of course to the entire State, 
which will demand immediate attention. The 
absence of any authorized public association 
to represent the wants and disabilities under 
which we have labored, to the public authori- 
ties, has caused much inconvenience and posi- 
tive detriment. A recent order ha3 been pub- 
lished, for instance, alloting the sales of Gov- 
ernmtnt cotton to the cities of St. Louis and 
Cincinnati, without giving Louisville the 
slightest recognition. If the statistics of the 
business of our city could be collected, facts 
would show beyond controversy that Louis- 
ville in the year 1861-2 hadalargercapitilem- 
ployed in the cotton trade, and bought aud 
Sold more of the 9tapie than either St. Louis 
Or Cincinnati. We have heretofore had a great 
interest in this branch of trade; cotton has at 
all times found a ready market here, and large 
Shipments have always been made. Under 
these circumstances, we think Louisville 
bas a right to ask from the Secretary of 
tho Treasury a more equal distribution of 
the allotments for the sale of cotton; we 
do not want anything but an equal divi- 
sion, one out of three of the sales. There can 
be no doubt that when the proper representa- 
tions are made to Secretary Chase, he will 
promptly correct what has been evidently an 
oversight, or perhaps the Boards of Trade of 
St. Louis and Cincinnati have been vigilant 
to secure advantages for their respective cities, 
while Louisville baa been criminally supine. 
It is not too late to obtain a remedy, for we 
have always found the Government ready to 
listen to our grievances and to remedy them, 
whenever the public safety would permit any 
relaxation from the strict orders which have 
become so imperatively necessary. 

The restrictions which have been thrown 
Over the commerce of our city, and borne by 
enr business men for two years with such won- 
derful patience, seem at first consideration to 
have been invidiously imposed. Bat investi- 
gation will show that this is not so, for all or- 
ders from the Treasury Department have been 
general, and the same restrictions of which 
we complain have been laid elsewhere, but 
have not been enforced. Kentucky has not 
mi rely been loyal to the government, but she 
has submitted to the strict enforcement of the 
laws, while her less punctilious rivals have vi- 
olated the spirit and letter of the trade regula- 
tions and rushed goods to markets over our 
beads, without any regard to the public safety 
or the advantages which the rebellion might 
obtain from this indiscriminate traffic, and the 
relaxation of all the important rules which 
were intended to protect the loyal States in 
their general business. On this point, as on 
that of the cotton sales, there can be no doubt 
that proper representations to the Treasury 
Department will bring a speedy correction. 

Another grievance of which we might com- 
plain bitterly, were it not that we have made 
no efficient effort against its continuance, is 
the virtual surrender of all the business on the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad to rival 
trade, and the entire exclusion of all facilities 
for freight from our city. The vital interests 
of every mercantile, manufacturing, and me- 
chanical firm have suffered immense detriment 
from the want of railroad transportation to 
accommodate our local trade. Adams Ex- 
press has its “Army Freight Train,” by which 
in some cases goods may be sent to Nashville 
or Murfreesboro; but this does not answer the 
general want. It is almost impossible to get 
tiansportation for a hundred weight of freight 
to Bowling Green, and none can possibly be 
Obtained for places on the right or left of that 
railroad, to the construction of which Louis- 
ville capital so materially contributed, and to 
complete which our city imposed taxes upon 
its own property and that of its citizens. On 
this point, as in the case of the cotton sales 
and the restrictions on general trade, there 
can be no question, it appears to us, that full 
and free consultation with the Treasury De- 
partment and the military authorities will re- 
sult in the removal of all obstacles and the 
granting of the necessary permission to ship 
goods essential to the wants of the interior, to 
Such an extent at least as will serve to keep 
alive something like our old trade. 

There are other matters which will engage 
the attention of the Board of Trade, and our 
people may now feel confident that they will 
have an active, vigilant, and influential cus- 
todian of their business interests. To render 
its exertions effective, there must be entire 
unity among all classes of business, and a 
spirit of unquestioned loyalty must be evinced, 
so that we can repel all efforts to stigmatize 
our city as sympathizing with rebellion. We 
do sot deny that we have a lukewarm, if not 
a positively disloyal element among us, but it 
must be remembered that Cincinnati has de- 
veloped the existence of the same element in 
its midst, and that the oath of allegiance has 
been swallowed there with ugly grimaces, 
while in the Louisville Board of Trade an af- 
firmation of loyalty is made a prerequisite to 
membership. We have already noticed the 
cheering fact that one hundred and ten firms 
were admitted to membership on Tuesday 
night, and these firms represent at least two 
hundred individuals, while another large ac- 
ceEsion is anticipated at the next meeting. 
“The work goes bravely on.” Our people have 
put their shoulders to the wheel in earnest, 
And therefore their appeals to the military 
or treasury Hercules caunot and will not be 
disregarded.

If they have not, and desire to take a “senti- 
mental journey” which will remind them of 
these delicate perfumes, let them walk on 
Fourth street from Jefferson to Walnut, and 
at the intersection of Green street particularly . 
We don’t believe that any city in the world, 
Cologne not excepted, can concentrate so many 
foul stenches as this walk will afford. Fal- 
8 (6 (Fs buck basket was nothing to the odors of 
this loeality. All the refuse of the UnitedStates 
Hotel is conveyed along the gutters, and there 
it remains stagnant until it is dried up by the 
sun “in the nineties” or eaten up by vermin. 
There is no perceptible grade to the street: It 
is a champaign region, devoted to the 
“nymphs who reign o’er sewers and sinks,” 
and, when unfortunate pedestrians have to 
pass it, the nymphs, resenting the intrusion, 
scatter mephitic exhalations, which are not as 
fragrant as frankincense nor as delectable 
as the balm of a thousand flowers. We are 
aware that a statue of the Goddess of Love, 
“Venus ever bright and fair,” was found in 
the cloacie of Rome, those huge receptacles 
for the city’s filth, which the Tarquins con- 
structed. In the name of Mephitis, the god- 
dess of bad smells, and of Cioacina, the tute- 
lar deity of the common sewers, we are tempt- 
ed to ask by what strange rite was the statue 
of the seaborn goddess of beauty, Cytherea, 
“alma aurea, dccens, formosa;” Bhe whom 
Apelles represented as rising from the pure 
bosom of the waves, and wringing her tresses 
on her alabaster shoulders, ever erected in the 
huge culverts which underlaid the imperial 
city of the seven hills I But upon considera- 
tion we remember that, 

In joining contrasts lieth love's delight, 
and thence it is that the Paphian Queen found 
a lodge nmid the excrement of Rome's rab- 
ble, and we are of opinion that our city Coun- 
cils, to carry out the full mythic analogy, 
ought to erect a statue to their Love of Bad 
Odors on the foetid spot we have designated. 
There can be no other theory, upon which 
to account for the offence which is so 
“rank and smells to heaven,” than to 
suppose that there is great virtue 
in “the rankest compound of villanou3 smells 
that ever offended mortal.’’ The nuisance — 
if it is really a nuisance in the eyes, or rather 
in the noses, of our city fathers — ought to be 
abated, and it might be at small cost, but there 
seems to be a fascination in the locality, which 
prevents a proper view of the affair. Civil 
engineering must come to our aid; a gradual 
descent from Walnut northward would have 
made a decent street of Fourth and tend to 
remove the scent which is now “tolerable and 
not to be endured.” We have approached 
this subject with our nostrils stopped, and we 
shall have to purge our garments of the hor- 
rid stench which it will leave upon them. 
But in all seriousness, gentlemen of the Com- 
mon Council, ought a single day to elapse be- 
fore Engineer Stealey, the Street Inspectors, 
and a competent force are put to work to 
abate this great nuisance? It must breed in- 
fection if it is suffered to continue. Our au- 
thorities cannot be ignorant of its existence, 
for, as Hamlet says of the dead body of Po- 
lonius, “you shall nose it as you go up.” The 
prayer of their humble petitioners is there- 
fore for relief, and they will ever pray, &c. 

B@~Some persons who are called on to 
take the oath of loyalty consider it a great 
hardship. They are much mistaken. There 
is, in that oath as administered here, nothing 
which can be justly objected to by any one 
who has a right to live under the government 
of the United States. It embraces no obliga- 
tion which every citizen would not be bound 
to observe even though taking no oath at all. 
Tho form of it is as follows: 

1, of County of State of 

do solemnly swear that I will bear true alle- 
giance to the United States, and support and 
sustain the Constitution and Laws made in 
pursuance thereof as the supreme law of the 
land, anything in any State Constitution or 
Laws to the contrary notwithstanding; and 
that I will not take up arms against the Uni- 
ted States, nor give aid and comfort, by word 
or deed, to the enemies thereof, or to those 
now in rebellion against the United States; 
and that I disclaim all fellowship with the so- 
called Confederate States ana Confederate 
armies; and that I will faithfully keep aud 
observe this my solemn oath of allegiance to 
the Government of the United States of Amer- 
ica, with a full understanding that death or 
other punishment by the judgment of a Mili- 
tary Commission will be the penalty for its 
violation.

Of course no man can reasonably expect to 
be tolerated as a citizen of the UnitedStates 
who is unwilling to recognize an obligation 
not to take up arms against it or to give aid 
and comfort by word or deed to its enemies. 
The expression as to giving aid and comfort 
is by many misunderstood. The Government 
itself, in a certain sense, gives comfort to reb- 
els in prison when it feeds them and shelters 
them and lodges them. Fathers and mothers 
and sisters are allowed to give comfort to 
their paroled rebel sons and brothers by feed- 
ing them and ministering to all their personal 
wants. There is nothing in this inconsistent 
with the obligations of the oath. Those who 
take the oath are perfectly at liberty to give 
personal aid and comfort to the rebel friends 
who fall in their way — to aid and comfort 
jlcm as friends and fellow-men. They sim- 
ply take an obligation not to aid and comfort 
the rebels as rebels — in other words not to as- 
sist them in any way to promote the cause of 
the rebe llion. 

And so in regard to “fellowship with the 
Confederate States and Confederate armies.” 
A man may take the oath and have as much 
personal fellowship, intercourse, or commun- 
ion with a rebel or a rebel-sympathizer a3 he 
pleases. Such fellowship is a very different 
tbiDg from fellowship with rebels in their dis- 
loyal purposes and efforts. But the oath 9ays 
nothing about fellowship with rebel individu- 
als at all. It embraces only a disclaimer of 
all fellowship with “the Confederate States 
and Confederate armies,” and surely no one 
acknowledging fellowship with them can have 
a right to expect to be tolerated under a gov- 
ernment with which they are at war. 

The oath is right. Any citizen, who does 
not mean to avail himself of the advantages 
of his position as a citizen to war npon or be- 
tray the government he lives under, can take 
it conscientiously if he construes it correctly. 



8@“ We have elsewhere referred to the 
marked slight offered to our city in the distri- 
bution of the sales of cotton by the Govern- 
ment. The efforts between the rival interests 
of Cincinnati and St. Louis to obtain the li- 
on’s share are shown by a letter from Memphis 
to the St. Louis Democrat, dated the 12th 
instant. It says two Cincinnati men have been 
doing all in their power to move all the Gov- 
ernment cotton to their city for sale, but that 
the low stage of the river renders it difficult 
to charter boats for the purpose. It is rotciog 
on the Memphis levee for want of transporta- 
tion to Cincinnati while St. Louis boats of the 
largest tonnage go away empty. We have 
good authority for saying that four hundred 
bales were exposed to all the heavy rains 
which fell last week, and were of course great- 
ly damaged. It is very evident that great in- 
justice and marked favoritism have been 
practised in the allotment of this cotton, but 
we hope soon to be able te record that the 
wrong has been righted, and that the distri- 
bution will be regulated hereafter by the en- 
terprise of the cities in the great valley which 
are most directly interested in obtaining a full 
supply of the important staple.

an to that of the scrubs and scribblers who 
write poetry and puffs in newspaper corners. 

“The flatterer’s idea of the history of the 
present war would no doubt be to plaster the 
government with praises; to hide all the faults 
of the South while gilding their virtues; to 
make, for a consideration, ‘especial mention’ 
of all the small trash in the army, to coat his 
puffs thickly with fine writing and tremendous 
adjectives, and to place over the whole painted 
and gilded mass of falsehood the figure of Mr. 
Jefferson Davis, as the second Daniel come to 
judgment. The author has no ambition to 
gratify in these literary elegances. 

“President Davis was not a man to consult, 
even in the smallest matter of detail, the wis- 
dom of others, or to relax his purposes or per- 
sonal preferences at the instance of any con- 
sideration that might compromise him in re- 
spect of conceit or punctilio. About nothing 
connected with the new government had the 
popular will been so clearly and emphatically 
expressed as the necessity of a reorganization 
of the cabinet. Nobody expected those offices 
to be permanently filled by the provisional ap- 
pointees. They were put there under an 
emergency, in some instances simply as com- 
pliments to certain States, and without the 
slightest expectation that they would be im- 
posed on the country for seven long years. 
Had the Union continued, and Mr. Davis been 
elected to the Presidency, the selection of such 
a cabinet of intellectual pigmies from the na- 
tion at large would have astounded the pub- 
lic. The two great branches of the adminis- 
tration — the War and Navy Departments — 
were in the hands of men who had neither 
the respect nor confidence of the public. Mr. 
Benjamin, the Secretary of War, had been se- 
riously injured by a number of doubtful offi- 
cial acts, in the public estimation which never 
held him higher than a smart, expeditious, 
and affable official. Mr. Mallory, the Secreta- 
ry of the Navy, had, in the old government, 
in which he was chairman of the Senate

Under the auspices of Colonel Mundy, 
Major Wright, Captains Holden and Semple, 
and Lieut. Adams, the whole affair was con- 
ducted in a manner that highly gratified all 
present. Champagne was drank, toasts pro- 
posed and responded to, and jests, repartee, 
and general joy made most agreeable the oc- 
casion. The Post Band executed several pat- 
riotic airs in a most animated manner, that 
thrilled the hearts of tho3e who listened. At 
the close of the exercises Col. Marc Mundy 
■was called upon and responded with an elo- 
quent and appropriate speech, which wa3 full 
ef devotion and patriotic love of the old flag 
•whose folds have shielded us from many a 
trial and shall protect us forevermore! The 
gallant Colonel Mundy’s speech was received 
with shouts of applause and the «tmo3t satis- 
faction. The occasion was a fitting one to be 
enjoyed, and we are grossly mistaken if it was 
not 

(©“Captain Christopher C. Hare, of com- 
pany G, 34th Kentucky infantry, writes to us 
from Boston, Nelson county, and seems to feel 
aggrieved at a statement in the Journal to the 
effect that his men were attacked by gueril- 
las while they were batbiDg. Some such re- 
port did get in our columns, and it would have 
been quite pardonable, if, after an exciting 
chase, his boys had stopped to wash the dust 
and perspiration from their wearied limbs. 
But wejiave already made the necessary cor- 
Captain Hare and his command 
rode nearly twenty five miies in search of 
Hines and his gang, found them in the water 
bathing, attacked and utterly routed them, 
killing four, taking three prisoners and twenty 
horses, and a score or two of guns, and scat- 
tering them in ail directions after a chase of 
six miies. Had not night intervened the 
whole gang would have been captured. Cap- 
tain Hare did not suffer a single casualty, and 
he and bis boys rode over forty miles without 
food for the men or baiting for the horses. 

Enlisting fob the Rebel Army. — A man 
named Smith, from Bullitt county, has teen 
secretly enlisting men for the Confederate 
army, in this city, for some time past, and 
passing them out through the country in dis- 
guise. He learned from some source that he 
was suspected, and made good his escape to 
Dixie. As near as can be ascertained, eighteen 
men have been thus enlisted and secretly got 
away by this saucy rebel. Perhaps he has 
got even more than the above number to vol- 
unteer for the rebel service — it is very difficult 
to tell. Whom are we to trust? is a moment- 
ous question that should engage the attention 
of both the military and civil officers in these 
“days that try men's souls.” Is it at all 
strange that all men of doubted loyalty should 
be looked upon with the watchful eye of sus- 
picion when such things arc among us? ThU 
instance assists to demonstrate more clearly 
the delicate duties of the military command- 
ers of [>os is, cities, and towns. 

The Christian Commission. — W hile our 
Sanitary Commission and other associations 
are doing all they can for the temporal wants 
of the soldiers, the Christian Commission has 
teen zealously engaged in attending to their 
spiritual welfare. There will be a meeting 
this evening at the Chestnut-street Presbyte- 
rian Cburcb, at 8 o’clock, at which George H. 
Stuart, Esq., the President of the parent so- 
ciety, at Philadelphia, and an eminent mer- 
chant, whose business with our city is very 
large, will present facts and figures of a deep- 
ly interesting character in regard to the work 
of the Christian Commission in the army.

— Officer Lamborne yes- 
terday evening arrested two men named Bar- 
ney Doolau and John Lemon, who had stolen 
sixty-two dollars from a lady at the Eclipse 
Hotel, on Market, between Fifth and Sixth 
streets. A pert of the money was recovered 
and relumed to its legitimate owner. The 
thieves were lodged in jail, and will be before 
the Police Court this morning. 



Man Killed. — Yesterday in the forenoon, 
as the towboat Collier was arranging some 
barges she had towed up from Cairo to take 
them through the canal at Portland, one of 
the hands, named Boyle, a resident of Pitts- 
burg, was accidentally caught between two of 
them and crushed to death.

force of about 250 Kentucky rebels, under 
Colonel Peter Everett, of Col. Preston’s (late 
Marshall’s) command, entered Flemingsburg 
Saturday about 11 o’clock, and held it four 
hours. They sto'e a large number of horsc3, 
and a considerable amount of other property, 
but in other respects behaved very well. They 
were mostly exchanged prisoners, returned by 
way of City Point on the 2d, and Lynchburg 
on the 3d inst. They immediately rejoined 
their command, and by forced marches — not 
sleeping for] five nights — reached Fiemings- 
burg Saturday. On the night previous they 
put to flight, near Howard’s Mills, on Slate 
Creek, Bath county, the 14th Kentucky, driv- 
ing it into Mount Sterling, where it remained 
until these 250 undisciplined renegades visited 
their former friends, and plundered the coun- 
ty of 1, COO horses, leaving none in return. At 
one time during their stay at Flemingsburg 
the invaders were greatly alarmed by the re- 
port that the 10th Kentucky wa3 coming, but 
of course soon discovered that it was a false 
alarm. They paroled the chivalrous Captain 
Sutherland, of the ram Queen of the West no- 
toriety, while bis better half — the secession 
widow of Mississippi, of whom our readers 
have already been told— waved her handker- 
chief for Jeff Davis and his horse-thieving fol- 
lowers. They then went to Maysville and 
robbed the citizens of sixteen thousand dol- 
lars in goods and money, and destroyed and 
took away Government property to the amount 
of four thousand dollars. They left on the 
Orangeburg road, on Sunday, in the direction 
of the Big Sandy.

Messrs. Editors: It would be a great favor 
if you would publish a list of the legal weights 
of the different agricultural products. 

A SUBSCRIBER. 

Chapter 103, section 7, of the Revised Stat- 
utes, furnishes the desired information. Sixty 
pounds of wheat, fifty-six of rye and Indian 
corn, forty-eight of barley, thirty-three and a 
third of oats, sixty of beans, twenty of bran, 
sixty of clover seed, forty- fire of timothy seed, 
fifty-six of flax seed, forty-four of hemp 9eed, 
fifty-two of buckwheat, fourteen of blue grass 
seed, fifty of corn meal, fifty-seven of onions, 
and fifty of salt, shall constitute a bushel of 
snch articles respectively. The weight of po- 
tatoes was changed from sixty to fifty-six 
pounds to the bushel by act February 15, 185G. 
We will place them in tabular form for pres- 
ervation. The weight of the bushel is as fol- 
lows:

8©' I n a late letter to the St. Louis Demo- 
crat from Vicksburg, the writer says: “I was 

in a rifle-pit yesterday, twenty yards from the 
enemy's lines, on Sherman’s front. The poor 
devils have had all their guns silenced and 
can’t fire a shot. They throw hand-grenades 
on our men who are working away under- 
neath their forts, and who throw them back 
again. You may talk of Sebastopol and 
Malakoff, but it is baby work to this. Noth- 
ing ever yet equalled the work of our soldiers 
in getting up these works. You would have 
to see it to believe it. All the Richmonds 
would be nothing to the one-twentieth of the 
nine miles of work these devils have thrown 
up in front, and the obstructions they have 
left behind our army for six miles. If we can 
ever get a reporter to tell the truth he will 
write a tale of more interest than any that has 
been published for a century. Now and then 
we sink a vessel, or get one sunk, but wc will 
pump the water out as soon as the town falls, 
which will certainly be in ten days. Even 
now the rebel garrison are sucking each 
others’ toes, from which I am told they gain 
great sustenance, it being the nearest approach 
they have to getting corn.” 



8 ©- The New Albany Ledger understands 
that a woman, a Mrs. Patterson, has been sen- 
tenced to, and is now an inmate of the Jef- 
fersonville penitentiary, convicted before a 
court-martial of being a spy, whose case de- 
mands an investigation by the authorities at 
Washington.

They admit being whipped by 
Col. Kautz. Pegram’s command is reported to 
be all clothed and ted upon what they press 
from citizens. Lieut. Case is still at Captain 
Wells’s, doing very well, as are all our wound- 
ed also. Our advance is on the other side. 
The weather is extremely hot and dry. All 
are in fine spirits, in continued good health, 
and anxious for motion. Gen. Carter will not 
keep them long idle if he can help it.

Murfreesboro, June 17. 

Col. Minty, with the 1st Cavalry Brigade, 
dashed into Lebanon early Monday morning, 
hoping to surprise the foree3 at that place. He 
found that Basil Duke with 600 men had just 
left in the direction of Alexandria. Follow- 
ing rapidly, he came up with the enemy a few 
miles out, whom he drove almost to Alexan- 
dria. The skirmishing was brisk. Duke was 
reinforced from Alexandria, by Morgan, with 
one brigade and a few pieces of artillery. 
Finding tbe enemy too strong for him, Minty 
fell back to Cherry Valley and encamped for 
tbe night, and yesterday retired to Baird’s 
Mills. Our loss was one man killed and sev- 
eral slightly wounded. 

Morgan and Wharton are at Alexandria 
with their respective forces, which number 
4,000 meD, preparing to cross the Cumberland 
for a raid into Kentucky. D. 

PHILADBLPHiA, June 17. 

The Inquirer hasaspecialirom Washington, 
dated last night, with the following: General 
Ewell’s corps is in the advance, accomDanied 
by Gen. Stuart's cavalry; Gen. Hill’s corps is 
close behind, and Longstreet’s brings up the 
rear. 

There no longer seems to be any doubt that 
General Lee is throwing the whole of his 
forces up toward Maryland and Pennsylvania. 
Our cavalry has been skirmishing with Lee’s 
rear guard for two days, and all information 
tends to show that the rebels are not moving 
to give us battle on the old field of Bull Run 
or that vicinity. 

Our forces evacuated Frederick, Md., and 
that vicinity, and fell back to tbe Relay House 
this morning. No enemy pursuing them, they 
returned to Frederick this morning with 
ttrong reinforcements. Some rebels appeared 
at l’oolesville last evening, but withdrew 
without doing any damage. 

An extra team went to Harper’s Ferry last 
night and returned this morning. Soon after 
the train passed Point of Rocks some of Gen. 
Hill’s corps came in on a tour of observation. 

It is said by some who watch military mat- 
ters closely that the next battle will be fought 
in Maryland, and perhaps on the old field of 
Antietam. 

Lee is moving in a longer line than Hooker, 
but he has not succeeded in out-marching 
him. Gen. Hooker was at Fairfax Court- 
house tbis morning, but it cannot be said 
where be will be to-night. 

It is not believed that the rebels have got 
into Pennsylvania in any great numbers, but 
what they may do in the next twenty-four 
hours it is hard to tell. 

It is believed that Harper’s Ferry can be 
held against any force tbe rebels can bring 
against it. 

Colcmbcs, J une 17. 

Tbe convention was very harmonious and 
enthusiastic. It was

ent rebellion was brought on nullification and 
secession, we denounce it incompatible with 
tbe unity, integrity, power, and glory of our 
republic. 

Resolved, That the war be prosecuted with 
the utmost vigor until the authority of the 
Government be re eriablished, and the old 
flag floats triumphantly in every State. 

Resolved, That we lay aside all personal 

f 'reference and prejudice, and draw no party 
ine except with those opposed to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Resolved, That, confiding' in the honesty, 
patriotism, and good sense of the President, 
we pledge ourselves to support him to put 
down this rebellion. 

Resolved, That Gov. Tod is an honest and 
able official, and his conduct deserves to re- 
ceive the approbation of the loyal people. 

Resolved, That gratitude is due tbe soldier, 
and sympathizing with the army in its hard- 
ships, the lovers of the Union will stand by 
it, and aid and support tbe disabled, and of 
the families of those who fall fighting for 
their country. 

Philadelphia, June 17. 
The Inquirer has the following special 
letter: 

Bull Run, Va., June 15. — The Grand Army 
of the Potomac is now on and near the old 
Bull Run battle-field. Tbe 3d army corps ar- 
rived at Manassas Junction Monday morning. 
The 1st and 11th corps are at Centreville. The 
rest of the Army of tbe Potomac, the 2d, 5th, 
6th, aud 12th corps, will probably reach here 
to-nigbt. 

Hooker and staff are now on their way to 
this point, and by to-morrow noon or night 
the army will be together ajjain. 

Our cavalry commands nave, during tbe 
whole time, been on one flank. 

Gen Gregg, with his division, is and has 
been operating in the neighborhood of War- 
renton and White Sulphur Springs. 

Gen. Duffie’s division, late Gen. Averill’s, is 
at the base of the Blue Ridge, near Ashby’s 
Gap. 

Gen. Buford, with the regulars, has com- 
pletely blocked up Thoroughfare Gap, thereby 
preventing the appro sell of rebels in this neigh- 
borhood by that channel. 

Col. Taylor, of the 1st Pennsylvania cav- 
alry, now temporarily in command of Gen. 
Wytbam's brigade, has had the Orange and 
Alexandria Railroad under his especial care. 
Gen. Pleasanton, now in command of the cav- 
alry corps, has his headquarters in the neigh- 
borhood of Warreuton. Our cavalry has cap- 
tured many prisoners, and brought away 
numberless contrabands, from whom valuable 
information has been obtained. 

Spbingfikld, III., June 17. 
The Democratic mass meeting to-day was 
largely attended, and passed off harmoniously. 
The Democrats estimate the number of attend- 
ants at from 75 000 to 100,000. There was 
greet cheering for Valianaigham. 

Mr. A. Richardson presided, with fifty Vice 
Presidents. 

Speeches were made by Messrs. Richardson, 
Voorhces. of Indiana, Cox, of Ohio, Lyle 
Dickey, Gen. McKinstry, Dick Merrick, H. 
C. Dean, and some twenty others. 

Resolutions were adopted to the same effect 
as those passed by the recent Ohio Conven- 
tion, which nominated Vallandigharo. 

Additional resolutions were adopted de- 
nouncing Gov. Yates for proroguing the Leg- 
islature; also denouncing the suppression of 
the Chicago Times and the arrest of Judge 
Constable and other citizens. 

The twenty-third resolution is as follows: 
That tha further offensive prosecution of this 
war tends to subvert tbe Constitution and 
Government, and entail upon tbe nation ail 
the disastrous consequences of misrule and an- 
archy; that we are in favor of peace upon a 
basis of the ressoration of the Union, and for 
tbe accomplishment of which we propose to 
call a National Convention to settle upon 
terms of peace which shall have in view the 
restoration of the Union as it was, and secur- 
ing by constitutional amendments snch rights 
to the several States and the people thereof as 
honor and justice demand. 

Forty-seven thousand dollars were raised 
by contribution for the benefit of the sick aud 
wounded soldiers. 

Point Desoto, ) 
Opposite Vicksburg, June 10. > 

By the arrival of the ram Switzerland, Col. 
John A. Emet, from the mouth of Red river 
to-day, we have information of the destruction 
of Summersport, ou the Atchatalaya, cn the 
4th inst. 

A reconnoissance by the Switzerland on the 
3d discovered a battery of six field-pieces and 
a regiment of infantry holding the shore. The 
Switzerland engaged them and was struck 
seven times, one shot severing the steampipe. 
The next day the damage was repaired, aud 
Capt. Walker, with the Lafayette and Pitts- 
burg, silenced the battery and burned the 
town, together with a large amount of com- 
missary stores. The river is now clear be- 
tween Port Hudson and Vicksburg. 



Baltimore, June 17. 

Reliable information relative to the inva- 
sion is that the small force of rebels, not ex- 
ceeding 2,500, which crossed the Potomac 
at Williamsport on Sunday evening, evidently 
in pursuit of Gen. Kelly’s baggage train, ar- 
rived at Harrisonburg last evening. Tbis 
force passed through Hagerstown and entered 
Cumberland. They did not proceed further 
than Scotland, five miles beyond Chambers- 
burg, where they burnt a bridge. 

Hagerstown despatches are very unreliable. 

Trains arrived this evening from Westmin- 
ster, bringing passengers from Emmettsburg, 
who report no rebels in that section. 

The excitement along the line towards Har- 
risburg was abating. 

Passengers say tbe rebels were still at Cham- 
btrsburg, and told the people they indended 
to stay there. 

Passengers from Frederick represent there 
are only a few rebel pickets at Hagerstown, 
tLough rumors were prevalent that an infant- 
ry force was coming across from tbs direction 
of Sbepardstown. 

Nashville, June 17. 

Brigadier-General C. C. Gilbert, having 
been relieved from his command, is here on 
h:s way to join the regiment of which he is 
Colonel. 

The telegram from Murfreesboro on the 15th 
respecting the dishonorable discharge, ko., 
of Capt. J. Edward Stacy, of Gilbert's staff, is 
untrue. He, with several other members of 
the staff, are in this city, awaiting orders. 

The weather is very hot, 92° in the shade.

Much sickness prevails in Vicksburg, and 
citizens desire its capitulation, which Pember- 
ton absolutely refuses. 

Washington, June 17. 

An official telegram from General Tyler at 
Harper’s Ferry says the enemy has an infantry 
and artillery force of 7,000 or 8,000 at Wil- 
liamsport, while the cavalry is running into 
into Pennsylvania. 

Gen. Kelly telegraphs from New Creek, Va., 
that the rebel IHu. lmboden is before Cum- 
berland, Md., with two regiments of cavalry 
and a battery. 

Albany, June 17. 

Tbe militia regiments throughout the State 
are being rapidly organized, and there will be 
no necessity to resort to a draft to fill them 
up. General McClellan will remain here a 
day or two longer. 

No further (disturbance among the railroal 
strikers has occurred. 

Chickasaw Bayou, via Cairo, June 17. 

News from the front represents our siege 
works being pushed close up to the rebel lines 
in several places, and a collision is considered 
imminent. The army is in better spirits than 
at any previous time. The rebels have made 
their appearance within four miles. 

Washington, June 17. 

By an arrival from Acquia Creek, to-day, 
three deserters report that the remaining 
rebel force left the vicinity of Fredericks- 
burg at sundown yesterday, taking with them 
their batteries. 

Baltimore, June 17. 

We learn from undoubted sources that our 
forces have evacuated Harper’s Ferry, and 
that we hold Maryland Heights, which are 
strongly fortified, and capable of standing a 
siege against a vastly superiar force. 

Haines’s Bluff, June 17. 

No general attack from Johnston is expect- 
ed for tome days. Firing continues upon 
Vicksburg from all sides. No further demon- 
strations on tbe Louisiana side.

Food fob Thocght. — Senator Trumbull, of 

Illinois, one of the ablest of the Republican 
leaders, delivered the subjoined speech at a 
Republican meeting in Chicago on the evening 
of the 4th instant. Read it. It i9 full of food 
for thought. 

Mr. Trumbull said: It was rather embar- 
rassing to attempt to speak to an audience 
which insisted on hearing some one else, but 
solemn convictions of duty compel him to 
speak, when under ordinary circumstances he 
would have remained silent. 

He did not come to inflame their passions, 
already too much aroused. Their country 
was in danger, and they must look the peril 
in the face. No adjectives he ceuld pile up, 
no vile names he could apply to those who 
do not agree with him, calling them copper- 
heads and traitors, would assist in arresting, 
the rebellion or in asserting the supremacy ot 
the Constitution and the laws. 

He did not desire to inspire them with hur- 
rahs, but he wished to talk to their judg- 
ments and inspire them through appeals to 
their reasons. 

The times, he eaid, are gravel A majority 
of the people of our State are taking ground 
against the Administration — and why? In the 
name of heaven, why is this? I will tell you 
why ; I will point out to you some of our mis- 
takes that may be corrected in the future. 
The reason is, we have not adhered to Davy 
Crockett's motto, "Be sure you are right and 
then go ahead!” [A voice— “We arc always 
right.’’] I have lived long enough to know 
that 1 am not infallible; perhaps you are. I 
have some respect for the opinion of others. 
One of our mistakes is, that we allow our op- 
ponents to make false issues. But this is not 
the worst. The great charge, the charge that 
bas damaged the Administration above all 
others, is that we are in favor of the exercise 
of arbitrary power; that we are opposed 
to the freedom of speech and opinion, to 
the freedom of the press, in favor of cur- 
tailing personal liberty, and in favor of a des- 
potism. Now, we should not allow these 
things. Wc have been the advocate of free 
speech for the last forty years, and should not 
allow the party which during the whole time 
has advocated the gag, to u’surp our place. 
We are fighting for the restoration of the 
Union and the preservation of the Constitu- 
tion and all the liberties it guarantees to every 
citizen. And it makes me feel bad when I 
hear some honest friend, brimming full of 
patriotism, say he does not care for the Con- 
stitution and does not want to hare it forced 
into his way or thrust in his face until the war 
is over. The rebels cannot thrust it in his face, 
for they have no rights under it save the right 
to be Hied and hung for treason. [Continued 
applause ] In certain districts the military 
law is supreme. Gen. Grant is in commtnd 
of an army in the State of Mississippi, which is 
in revolt. Will any one deny his right to 
make arrests, his right, to supprest news- 
papers, and level trees, like those around you 
tc -night, iti order to get a range for his guns? 
No. And yet these are all arbitrary powers. 
But these exercises of it are not the trouble- 
some esses. The great difficulty is in these 
districts, where rightful civil government is 
in operation, where the judicial tribunals are 
open and the law respected — the laws wh ch 
afford a remedy for every wrong. As a Pule, 
we mutt remember that the civil law is supe- 
rior to the military law, and the cases are rare, 
very rare, where the rule can be reversed. It 
here resolves itself into the plain naked ques- 
tion of whether the President and his Gener- 
als, by the simple clicking of a telegraph in- 
strument, can cause the imprisonment of A, 
B, or C. If one General can do it, another 
cen do it, and whtre is the end? who will fix 
the limit? [Great sensation and murmurs.] 
Do you propose to interfere with the ballot- 
box? [Cries of "No, no! never, never!” from 
all parts of the meeting ] I am glad to hear 
you say that, and glad you are so unani- 
mous. Did it ever occur to you that the next 
election may put ar entirely different face 
upon affairs? The next election may 
bring great and deplorable changes, when 
Valiandigham and men of his class 
may determine who are to be arrested. 
[Cries of "No, that can never be!” “never, 
never!” from all parts of the crowd ] Well, 
gentlemen, there is no use in closing your 
eyes to the facts which exist around you on 
every side. I told you I came here to address 
niytclf to your reason, and not to your pas- 
sions; and iD view of that light I ask you who 
are befog elected Governors of loyal States, 
w ho compose a majority of the Legislature of 
the loyal State of Illinois, and who was re- 
cently elected Mayor of her principal and mo9t 
loyal city, and in view of these facts what 
may the future Dot have in store? [Cries 
of "Jenniion!” "Music!” “We don’t want 
to hear you!” “You sent a telegram to the 
President!”] I know 1 am distasteful, but 
am I not truthful? I would claim your 
reason divested of passion. The same chalice 
you held to the lips of your adversaries to- 
day, to-morrow may lie returned to your 
lips. Would you like to drink of it? Close 
our eyes as we may, there is no safety fur 
us, no safety for you and for me and every 
Ameiican citizen, now and in the future, but 
in an unvarying adherence to the constitu- 
tional landmarks of our fathers. [Further 
cries of “Jennison,” “music,” and much dis- 
satisfaction.] You are wrong; it is your 
greatest and gravest mistake, in allowing 
your adversaries to place you in the position 
of bring opposed to the Constitution. [Cries 
fur “Jennison,” and “give us somebody else.”] 

I see that I am distasteful, but I cannot help 
it, and will not detain you long. Who is 
there among you who does not believe in ad- 
hering strictly to the Constitution in the3e 
times, and extending to every citizen of the 
loyal States its guarantees? Who among you 
is prepared to acknowledge our Government 
is a failure? Who among you is prepared to 
say the Constitution is a tine thing for peace 
— good enough — but when war comes it must 
be rolled up and laid away? Or in other 
words — for it means the same — who among 
you is ready to substitute the will and opinion 
of one mam, who may be another Valian- 
digham, in place of the Constitution as the 
supreme law of the land? [Cries of "We 
don’t want any more of that.” “W’hat's that 
baLd for?”] Well, hear me through, for I 
Will not be long, and the questions before 
you are of so much importance and gravity 
that you should listen patiently, and not only 
that, decide dispassionately. The Constitu- 
tion is broad. It grants all powors necessary, 
even for the suppression of treason in the 
North. [Applause.] Yes, gentlemen, it is 
just as legal and binding upon the general in 
the field, and the civil officers of the nation, 
as it is upon the humblest citizen in the land 
Has it come to this, that you will deny to the 
free city of Chicago the right of a citizen to 
discuss the acts of the President? [Cries of 
“We won’t allow it,” and “None but copper- 
beads do that, and we will stop them.”] Is 
there a man in this audience who has not ex- 
pressed to-day his dissatisfaction with seme 
act of the President? [Cries of “Yes,” “Yes.” 
“We have none of us expressed any dissatis- 
faction.”] Ah, do all of you, then, think the 
President’s revocation of General Burnside ’9 
order suppressing the Chicago Times was 
right? [Cries of "No!” “Nol” “It Was 
wrong!” “He ought to have enforced the or- 
der!” Then you all deserve to be taken in 
band by the military power and sent beyond 
the lines. You will be much stronger with 
the law on your side. Show that Mr. Storey 
ha3 counselled resistance to the draft or en- 
couraged desertion; these are penitentiary of- 
fences. Then, arrest him and take him before 
the courts. Where would you get your mob 
to rescue him? Why, there would not be a 
corporal’s guard in the city that would go into 
it. Try him in the courts. [A voice, "No, 
this would take too much time; it would take 
two years.”] Too much time? Cannot you 
wait for the execution of the law? It will not 
take two months. Do yon know what the 
laws are? I will read some of them. He 
then read from a law of the late Congress for- 
bidding correspondence with the rebels and 
affording them aid and comfort. [A single 
voice on the stand, “That's just what Wilbur 
F. Storey does every day.”] Then go, ho 
said, you are a citizeu, and make complaint to 
the grand jury yourself. It is your duty. 

We give below a portion of a letter of 
a correspondent to the Ottawa (111.) Republi- 
can, showing the esteem in which our hospit- 
als are held : 

Since coming to Louisville the boys have 

§ otten over all their dread of hospitals. In- 
eed, as one of the officers remarked, “ I be- 
lieve the boys think it a good joke to get into 
the hospitals;” and I did not wonder, after vis- 
lting No. 11, where the sick of the battery are 
taken for treatment. There are some two doz- 
en hospitals in Louisville, hence their designa- 
tion by numerals. Hospital No. 11 was for- 
ft schoolhouse, and is precisely such a 
building as our large brick schoolhouses in Oi- 
tawa. It is under the care of Drs. Strew and 
V an Hook, two most skilful physicians, and 
as humane and kind as they are skilful The 
floors are as white as the nicest housekeeper 
could de9ire, the beds are clean, and even dainty 
in their neatness of white counterpane and 
snowy pillow-case, the kitchen is a mode! the 
store room ditto, the bill of fare excellent,’ and 
varied. But this does not tell half of the sto- 
Ty. Besides the choicest of medicines, the 
kindest of care, and the best of food, these 
gentlemen, with paternal thoughtfulness, see 
that the poor, tired fellows, while here, have 
amusement also, and many a well visitor 
like myself, spends a delightful afternoon, 
looking on at the recreations of the convales- 
cents. In what was formerly the play-ground 
of the school are assembled all the patients 
who are well enough, say thirty or forty, the 
physicians of the hospital, such attendants as 
can be spared, besides whole parties of ladies 
and gentlemen as lookers-on. When I was 
there the first thing in order was a drill, and. 
as the poor pale-faced fellows went through 
with it, they seemed to grow stronger with 
every step, and when the drill changed, as it 
soon did, to a mock skirmish many a faint 
eye flashed with memory of the field, and 
gome lookers-on, to my certain knowledge, 



gained a clearer idea of what a skirmish 
means. The next game was “1'03S the Blan- 
ket.” Twenty or more seized a blanket and 
held it cut, one leaped into it, and then calling 

one, two, three-e-e, they to3sed him high into 
the air.nndhe who described the greatest num- 
ber of evolutions, pigeon-wings, and flour- 
ishes while descending, elicited the loudest 
shouts of laughter. A game of foot-ball con- 
cluded the entertainment, and was evidently 
the favorite amusement of all, and it was diffi- 
cult to decide which excited the most mirth, 
those who were successful in hitting the ball, 
or those who were unsuccessful, in this respect 
a remarkable game. And all the while pale, 
eager faces lined the windows, and the laugh- 
ter of those without was echoed by those with- 
in, who were too feeble to join in the sports, 
but who yet seemed to enjoy the occasion 
quite as much as their stronger companions. 
Let all friends of Henshaw’s Battery keep 
warm in their hearts the memory of Dr. Strew, 
of New York, azd Dr. VanHook, of Louis- 
ville. At the dead of night and in the pour- 
ing rain has the latter been known to plough 
out to the Battery’s camp to see some of the 
boys suddenly taken ill. One patient has died 
from the Battery — a Norwegian, whose name 
was Millard, died from the effects of a wound. 
But as a general thing no apprehension need 
be excited from seeing the names of any of the 
hoys on the sick list while they remain in 
Louisville, as hospital No. 11 is so pleasant a 
place comparatively that they have no temp- 
tation from dread of it to neglect the earlier 
symptoms of disease, and many of them have 
undoubtedly from this cause been saved a dan- 
gerous sickness, for whenever they feel sick 
they are willing to go to the hospital.

wilderness — yes, and nothing shall escape 
tbem.” He says that on one occasion he saw 
the young locusts so thick on the side of a 
mountain that in their attempts to get out of 
the wey of his horse they rolled down the de- 
clivity so as to resemble the overflowing of a 
bed of solt mortar. 

These are the migratory locusts of ths List, 
and arc the terror of the Arabians. If tbev 
are so numerous as to consume all their food 
before their wings have grown, they march 
as an army in pursuit of more. The people 
sometimes dig trenches to stop their progress. 
The Emperor of Russia once sent an army of 
thirty thousand men to fight them. After 
their wings have grown, if food fails them 
they take flight simultaneously, and such are 
their numbers that the sunlight is obsenred. 

They have been known to fall into the sea 
in such numbers that when washed ashore the 
stench from their decaying bodies has caused 
pestilence. 

We have nothing of this kind to fear from 
our locust. The female, in making provision 
for the future of Her race, has an instinct that 
teaches her to depositTier eggs in the twigs of 
trees. The punctures she makes for this pur- 
pose sometimes kill these branches, and are 
always deformities, but are soon outgrown. 

Farmers who have young fruit orchards are 
often greatly alarmed at the advent of the lo- 
custs, and we see in some of the papers elab- 
orate instructions given how to manage the 
tiees. These editors andfarmers are more 
frightened than they will be hurt. Cultivate 
and manure your young orchards as they 
should be, and your trees will soon outgrow 
these wounds; but if badly punctured, treat 
tbem as you would yonr grape vines — prune se- 
verely — cut off the injured branches, and your 
trees will he the better for it. 

The writer of thiswvatched the locusts ia 
1860, with surpassing interest, and only re- 
grets that it will be so long before another 
visit. 

In this world of wonders in which we live 
nothing is more wonderful than the instincts of 
insects, and the locust can teach ns many les- 
sons. How can they know, after groping 
about in the dark, far under ground, for nearly 
seventeen years, the exact day when all are 
to come up? How should they know that it 
is best to come in the dnsk of the evening? 
Who tells them that in the critical time of 
their transformation — while casting off their 
subterranean coat — they will be helpless; that 
for a time they will be white, and thus be 
peculiarly exposed to their enemies, the birds, 
but that in the night the birds will be asleep? 
Who tells them that as saon as they emerge 
from the ground they must direct their course 
toward the nearest tree? And who teaches 
them how to know a tree? Eyes to them, 
for the seventeen years of their lives, had been 
as useless as to the fishes in the Mammoth 
Cave, but still they know that when that old 
coat is cast off their wings will be liberated; 
and, to give them a better chance to expand, 
they must be in such a position that gravity 
may help to unfold them. During this process, 
lastfog about half an hour, the iomst always 
stands erect, the fluids of the body seem to 
rush into the cells of the wings, and the weight 
unfolds them. Place them in a different po- 
sition and this delicate process i9 often spoiled. 
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The Sbykntbkji-tkak Locust — Its Habits 
and Peculiarities . — W e see by the papers from 
Western Pennsylvania, Eastern and Central 
Ohio, Wheeling^ and some other parts of Vir- 
ginia, that those regions now have a visitation 
ot the seventeen-year locust ( Cicada Septem- 
decim). This singular insect, the New York 
Post says, is one of the eight or nine families 
or broods found in our country — each brood 
coming to the surface at intervals of exactly 
seventeen years; the greater number coming 
up out of the ground on the same day, in the 
evening, between sunset and dark. There are 
a few places — one in Loudon county, Virginia 
— where they appear twice in that time, owing 
to the fact that two families overlap; but the 
two visitations always make the exact period 
of seventeen years. This circumstance has 
given rise to the popular impression in 3ome 
places that calling them seventeen-year locusts 
is not correct; and we hear of the seven- 
year, ten, or nine-year locusts. 

But there is no fact better established in ^ 
entomology than the exact periodicity of ths 
return of these locusts. Records have been 
kept for more than a century of the family in 
Eastern Pennsylvania, and there are men 
living who have seen them in 1800, 1817, 
1834, and 1851, and expect to meet them again 
in 1868. 

It is not known that any other insect lives 
so long as this one, but many others live sev- 
eral years, and observe a similar periodicity. 
Many of the ephemera flies that appear in 
such countless numbers, and are seen but a 
single day upon the wing, have lived under 
water, in little cells in the mud, for several 
years, there feeding upon the impurities that 
otherwise would probably make that water 
unwholesome, and cause the malaria of marshy 
districts. The chafer, or May bug, a dark 
brown beetle, about three quarters of an inch 
long, that fills the atmosphere sometimes on 
spttng nights, and that bangs against the 
sides of vonr hou9e or windows, giving rise to 
the saying, “as blind as a beetle,” has lived as 
a larva or grub four years under ground, and 
is often so numerous as to be quite destructive 
to the roots of some of the grapes, and occa- 
sionally injurious to the potatoes. This is the 
grub that boys often use as bait for fre3h- water 
fishing; the locust is better, but boy3 cannot 
wait seventeen years. Many other varieties 
could be mentioned that require more than a 
year to go through the various stages of life, 
though most insects are annuals. 

The locust in its last or winged state appears 
to eat nothing. The silkworm, as a worm, is 
a gross feeder, but as a butterfly, eating seems 
to be no part of its business, and that, though 
not a rule, is common in insect life. But the 
seventeen year locust, when it first emerges 
from the ground, is a mass of fatness; all the 
poultry, many of the birds, hogs, and even 
cats, feed upon it ravenously. 

Farmers who plant their corn late in a lo- 
cust year, so that the locusts shall come up 
first, will not be bothered with the crows. A 
lady in Germantown, Pennsylvania — a well 
known naturalist — has given an interesting 
account of the feeding of this insect under- 
ground. By diggfog up a pear tree she found 

f reat numbers attached to the roots and living 
y suction. The writer of this had a large 
brood hatched from the eggs left in the trees 
by those that were here in 1860, which he kept 
in the earth in flower pots for several months, 
and fed by giving the roots of young trees, 
and always found them attached by their lit- 
tle beaks, just as you see the aphides and many 
others feeding above ground. 

If this locust is injurious, it mu3t be to the 
trees while under ground, by exhausting the 
sap; and from records keps by some cider- 
making families in Rahway, N. J., there is 
reason to believe that the apple crop is a good 
deal dependent upon the age of the locusts. 
The first half of their lives, or for eight or 
nine years after each appearance, the cider 
etop has been found to be largest. It is cer- 
tainly a very common saying that locust year 
is a good fruit year. 

This insect above ground is harmless — it 
will neither bite you, sting you, nor pofoon 
you. It will eat none of your possessions. At 
the utmost it will but sip a little dew from the 
cups the skies have filled. If your heart is in 
the light place — if you contemplate the won- 
ders of creation as you should — this little lo- 
cust will give you great pleasure. It is oue of 
the most beautiful creatures in the insect 
world — elegant as the oriole among birds, or 
as the rose among flowers. “The red-eyed 
cicada,” has been a theme for poetry in all 
ag«s, hut the wings of this locust are its espe- 
cial beauty : as clear and pellucid as water, with 
a bordering tint ot yellow, beyond the power 
of the painter to imitate. 

All who beard them in the neighborhood 
three years ago will remember how vocal the 
whole country was with their music. As with 
most insects, the males are the only musicians. 
The "Pharaoh,” long drawn out, of this locust, 
is not a voice, hut is produced by a kind of 
drum, one on each side, just back and under 
the root of the wing. Touch this with the 
point of a pin and the voice ceases. 

There is a variety of this locust in Brazil, 
where the noise of a single one can he heard a 
mile. The locusts onStatan Island have been 
heard on the Long Island sido of the river, a 
distance of two miles. As the larger number 
come up at the same time, so the commence- 
ment or their singing is simultaneous. 

In 1843, during the Millerite delusion, the 
6udden pouring forth of the locusts was look- 
ed upon as a Bign that the “smash-up” was 
come, and maDy of the "believers” were look- 
ing for their ascension robes. 

The muscular power of insects is indescri- 
bable, except by comparison. Entomologists 
tell us that if we could jump as fleas can, to 
clear the North river at oue leap would be a 
small affair. Could men make drums of cor- 
responding power to those of the locusts, Sten- 
tor would be nowhere — one would be enough 
for General Halleck to muster his million of 
men. 

The seventeen year locust is not the locust 
of the Bible, but very different in appearance 
as well as habits. 

“And Moses stretched forth his rod over the 
land of Egypt, and the Lord brought an ea3t 
wind upon the land all that day and all that 
night; and when it was morning, the east 
wind brought the locusts." And Joel says: 
“What the palmer worm hath left hath the 
locust eaten.” 

This locust was a grasshopper, to which our 
most common kind bears an exact resemblance, 
differing only in size, and is found in nearly 
all countries, but especially troublesome in hot, 
dry climates, and being larger as you approach 
the equator. Specimens from Central America 
measure five and a half inches in length, and 
eight inches when the wings are expanded. 
The common grasshopper of our fields in the 
fall is about one and a half inches long; that 
of Egypt and Syria i3 a medium sits between 
these extremes. 

The number of these locusts or grasshoppers 
in Eoroe countries is incredible to us. We have 
no insect plsgne at all to compare with them. 
Thompson, the missionary, gives most vivid 
descriptions of the destruction caused by them, 
realizing in one day the language of Joel, 
where he says: “The land is as the garden of 
Eden before them, and behind them a desolate
